1. Applicant's arguments filed 06/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues in the arguments that the prior art does not show the 'determining whether the vehicle has been driven for a 
predetermined period of time' and 'monitor one of the following condition: gear shift position, parking brake position, seat belt buckling 
state, use of turn signals, use of headlights, whether an alternating current generator is operating in a high mode or a low mode, and 
tachometer input'. 

.Kell discloses 'determining whether the vehicle has been driven for a predetermined period of time' in Col. 3-4, Lines 5-8, here Kell talk 
about the system update mileage information on its odometer and is 'determining whether the vehicle has been driven for a 
predetermined period of time'. Kell also discloses 'monitoring gear shift position' in Col. 2, Lines 30-42, where Kell talks about the speed 
control of the vehicle as a gear shift as inherently understood by an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
